Half a dozen criminal cases were 


disposed of in Circuit Court yesterday. 
There were two jury trials, one result- 
Ing in acquittal, and the second In a 
conviction. 
There were two pleas of 


guilty and a nolle prosequl was entered 
In two cases. 


STOLE SIXTY CENTS. 


W. Nilson, a freckle-faced, tousled- 


headed youngster pleaded 
guilty at 


the opening of curt to the charge of 
larceny In the second degree. He said 
he was nineteen years of age, had 
been born in Hilo, and was educated 
at St. Louis College 
He said he had 


five brothers and one sister, and that 
' his father was employed by the Rapid 
Transit 
Company. Deputy Attorney 


General Cathcart stated that the crime 
consisted in stealing sixty cents from 
the Hawaiian Tramways Company. 


"How did you steal 
the 
money?' 
asked the court, while the spectators 
awaited in silent expectancy the an- 
swer which was to tell how the fares 
had been "knocked down." 
"I didn't steal It at all," was the 


surprising reply. 
"But you pleaded guilty?" 


"I just took the money from passen- 


"And forgot ito turn it in?1 added the 


court. 
"That was the way." 
A sentence of five days in jail at 
hard labor was first imposed, but af- 
terwards changed to a fine of $5 and 
costs as the court stated he did not 
wish to stigmatize the defendant by a 
term in prison. The fine, and costs 
amounting to $3.50, were paid and the 
boy was released.

Noah Kalua, charged with a similar 


offense, also entered a plea of guilty, 
withdrawing the plea of not

irolllne the country have had occasion 
to use them. During the past two or 
three weeks some fifteen or twenty 
bolo men have' been killed In this dis- 
trict.

Is 
merel^ an Indication that the Nature 
mudy Society, composed of teachere of 
the public schools of Honolulu, is pur- 
milng'its' Investigations Into the habits 
of what is generally known as the ••car- 
penter bee." This queer member of the 
insect family has a long record of de- 
struction behind him, and many an Im- 
posing building In this city baa been ren- 
dered unsafe by his habits of tunnelling 
Into choice newel posts, railings and 
supports. The Nature Study Society pro- 
poses not only to learn his history and 
habits, but to determine what will di- 
minish his race. A few of the members 
have begun by filling the holes with 
drops of ammonia, and corking them up. 
The results have been gratifying, 
as 


ifone but dead "carpenters" were after- 
wards found. 
The Nature Study Society met last eve- 


ning at the High School, where an in- 
teresting discussion upon the carpenter 
' bee and some of his cousins was had 


for an hour and a. half by more than a 
-score of teachers of a scientific turn of 
mind. The discussion was held in tne 
main study room down stairs, and was 
rendered* doubly interesting by the dis- 
play of several colored drawings show- 
ing the black and the brown bees, and 
the scientific manner of their tunnelling. 
Numerous specimens of his destructive 
work In the shape of sections of redwood 
posts were exhibited, together with Va- 
rious portions of the bee's anatomy 
which were stuck upon 
white cards.

RAPID WORK ON 


ELECTRIC LINE 


When the hour for the stoppage of 


work was reached last evening the ad- 
vance guard of the men working on 
the construction of the Kallhi line of 
the Rapid Transit company had reach- 
ed the first bridge at the rice fields, 
beyond the Reform school. The prog- 
ress made upon the line was such that 
the contractor was enabled to employ 
a full force, about 125 men. These were 
stretched over 1,500 feet of the track 
work, engaged In every branch of It. 
The grading for the first filling of rock 
was quite a dlltance ahead of the roller 
owing to the fact that the work is pro- 
gressing so fast. 


Beginning this morning the street, to 


the Reform school, will be cleared of" all 
debris resulting from the making of the 
excavation. This earth will be carted 
down to the filling which is to be done 
where the line crosses the low places 
between the rice fields. As soon as thi» 
is done over a stretch of 2,000 feet the 
roller will be sent back and the rock 
which has been filled In between the 
tracks will be levelled down to the street 
grade. The final treatment of macad- 
amizing the road between the rails will 
not be done at this time. • 


At the present rate track is being 


laid to the extent of 400 feet each day. 
It is the intention of Contractor McKee 
to put on a. sufficient force to make the 
track laying at least 500 feet a day. In 
the meantime the Rapid Transit com- 
pany will begin the placing of its poles 
so that the stringing of wires may pro- 
gress with the completion of the track. 
The connection of the new line with the 
orie now in use at the corner of LHiha 
street and King will be made during 
this week.

The United States law limiting labor-

He for- 
swore allegiance to King Edward of 
England, Just before the Jury was In- 
structed in the "slave;1 case, and as 
the marshal, his deputy and the other 
bailiffs were all otherwise occupied, the 
court appointed him temporarily to take 
charge of the jury about to be sent out. 
His citizenship papers cost him four 
dollars, *nd his services as bailiff were 
paid for at the rate of two dollars per 
day.

HONOLULU BREWERY SUED. 


A series of suits Involving the plant of 


the Honolulu Brewing and Malting Com- 
pany were Instituted In the Circuit Court 
yesterday afternoon. 
The Western Iron Works of San Fran- 


cisco makes Victor Hoffman, the con- 
tractor who erected the building, amd. the 
Honolulu Brewing and Malting Company 
both defendants to a claim for lien upon 
the building for 112,429. In the suit it Li 
alleged that claimant carried out its part 
of the contract, In furnishing and erect- 
Ing such steel and cast iron work as the 
plans required, for which it was to- re- 
ceive the sum of $19,425. Of this amount 
Victor Hoffman has paid $6,996, leaving 
still due the sum of $12,429, alter deduct- 
ing all just credits and offsets 


Niehaus Brothers Company, of West 


Berkeley, Cal, also sues the Honolulu 
Brewing and Malting Company, as cxvra- 
er, and Vlctrfr Hoffman as original con- 
tractor, for the sum, of tl.400. Plaintiff 
claims to have furnished building mate- 
rials such as doors and frames, window 
sash, glass partition, wainscoting, mould- 
ings and other mill work materials, the 
agreed contract price 
being 
$2,400, of 


which Jl.OOO has been paid by defendant, 
Victor Hoffman. 


Finally, Victor Hoffman claims of the 


Honolulu Brewing and Malting Company 
a mechanic's lien of $13,20811, which is 
supposed to include the two claims made 
above 


The claimant alleges that he ''com- 


menced to furnish said labor and mate- 
rial on the 1st day of January, 1900, the 
performance of which said labor, and the 
furnishing of said material ceased on the 
7th- day of August, 1901. 


"That the said Victor Hoffman claims 


a lien and pr'vlliges upon and against 
all of said premises and the imp'rove- 
ments thereon (bottling house excepted), 
to the amount of $13,208 11."

DREDGE HARBOR. 


The Department of Public Works has 


at last decided to have the harbor 
thoroughly dredged, despite the short- 
age of funds, as it has been found 
that a dredging is absolutely needed. 
Although the details have not as yet 
been decided upon, the work will prob- 
ably be begun at the channel end of 
the harbor and proceed from there all 
through down to the Ewa end. At 
many places of the harbor no dredging 
has been done for years, and it has 
lately become apparent that 
if 
no 


dredging was done the shipping might 
be seriously hampered. 
Every large 


steamer which comes up to the Pacific 
Mail wharf, or the Oceanic wharf nev- 
er fails to stir up quantities of mud 
from the bottom, and the last boat 
which came up to the 
Pacific 
Mail 


wharf, the America Maru, was unable 
to 'get next" on account of the mud 
and had to rig up a temporary gang- 
way. 
At the Ewa end of the harbor 


the Nuuanu stream deposits silt, as 
every hard rain storm causes the river 
to swell up 
At the other end the 


channel gets blocked up every time a 
strong Kona occurs. 


The dredging will probably begin in 


about two or three weeks, and as it Is 
a big piece of work, it will probably 
last for some time 
Along the water- 


front much interest is shown as to 
what the dredgers will bring to the 
light from the murky bottom of the 
harbor 
The place right opposite the 


Pacific Mail wharf Is known to be a 
veritable coal mine, as many of the 
steamers which lay up to this place 
ha\e their coal shoveled into their coal 
ports by narrow chutes, and in this 
operation a large amount unavoidably 
falls into the harbor 
The custom 


house men also contend that the bot- 
tom is paved with empty gin bottles 
The truth of this statement there will 
now be a chance to verify 
Along sev- 


eral of the other wharves are also sub- 
marine co^l beds, and many natives 
turn a pretty penny by diving 
for 


specimens 
Yesterday, 
for 
instance, 


about six native boys were engaged in 
this business at the Inter-Island Corn- 
pan j's slip 
Four of them were div- 


ing down to the bottom of the slip, re- 
turning to the surface with big chunks 
of coal 
The two others, 
who were 


standing on the wharf, had a bag with 
a rope attached to it which the> low- 
ered, and into which the bo>s in the 
water put their finds They got a pile
